Balfour Exprossss Nesolve of Britain's
Government - “Thraugh Goosd
and Evll"

London, Eng., (By Cable.)—Arthar J. Bal-
four, First Lord of the Tronsury, mado his
sanval nddress to his Manohestsr conastitu-
ente, An lmmense andlence gete him an
efithustnatio recoption,

Mr. Balfour eontrastod the conditlons of
I3t yoar, when the Pashods ipoldent had
beut “honorably olossd’ und the Ponse Cone
farenco had begun at The Hagus, with those
of today, when, as he sald, England had be
vome Invalved In the “greatest war of the
generation,"

The Government, he sald, had glven the
#onarals an absolutely feee hand, The war
WS “ons In defense of our Alriens Emplre,™
and through good and evil fortune Britaln
would pursue it unsweevingly to the end, so
that no such war should ever be waged In
Houth Africa agaln,

Mr, Balfour riliculed tha foreign prophe-
cles that the dissolution of the British Bms
pire was about to begin, Referrlng to eon-
ditlons bafore the war started, ho anid:

“It I8 trus that the Govearnment knew the
sltuntion contalned elaments of perlls, but it
ks not teue that we regardod the war as any-
thing ke Inovitable. 11 1t be asked why the
Government, knowlog that the Transvaal
wna lnereasing s armaments, did not pro-
test, the melancholy reason rests in the
Jamoson rald, which gave the Transvaal
thanve to say it was arming not for ngrees-
alon, but for self-protection, Thus, we aro
oriticlsed for dolng too little by those who a
yoar ngo attncked un for doing too much."

Toat night wo were
sopuratod from this guard and soother come
pauy, armod with Mausers, was put in chargs
of us. I puspooted something, and ques-
tloned the lleutenant in command, Hosall;
‘1 hnve orderes from Geneeal Tino o shoot
you nll, but my consclenso forbids, 1 slall
lvave you hero,'

I begged bim for two rifles Lo protect us
from savages, adding that [ would give bim
lettérs to the Amoricans, who would pny
bim woll nnd keep bim from all harm, He
refused thils, however, saying that hs would
not dare Lo comply. Boon sfterward he left
with hls company.

“We bad seon some savages ln war palnt
nround us, aud we prepared to fight them
with cobblestones, the only wespons that
wers nvallable to us,  The next morulng we
followed the teadl of tha Fillpino soldiers,
tseling that It was better to stick to them
than to be murdered Ly savages, but we
cowld not eatolh up with them, Then I
ordered the mon to bulld rafts, In the hope
ul flonting down the river. 1t was a forlorn
hope, but Iknew the river must empty lato
the sen somewhere, 1 was 80 wonk myself
that I did not expect to get out, butl
thought some of the men could,

© Yells Thiat Cheered Them,

*Omn the moraing of Decomber 18, while
wo were worklng on the rafts, the Amer)
vnns oawro townrd us yalllng, One of my
men shouted, “*“Thuy wre ou us!" He was
lasbilog a raft of bamboo. I, howsyer,
knew It was not the yull of saviages, but the
yell of Amoericuns. The resoulng troops
thought we had Fillpino guurds, and eullcd
80 tn in English to ls down so thad they
dould shoot the Fillplnos. Thut was the
Nnest body of oMoers and men I over suw,"

Liouteonnt Gillmors cannot speak enthusi-
axtlonlly enough about the 10 ploked men
whao had regeusd him and lils party,

The command spent the day In makiog
mits. Colonel Hare thought Lieutennnt
Glimors too weak w0 live tirough the trip,
butthers was no alteroative. They sbot
muny rmpids, the men losing all thele effeots
and Lisutonunt Gllmore some valuable pa-
pers, Quly fourteon out of thirty-suven
riufts survived the fiest night's exparionoss,
and vlghty men were praotieally uuable to
wiulk when Yigan wias rosobod,

Desoribing the flight from Beaogust, whes
the Amerionus npproasched, Livutenant Gl
wore snld:

“"The Flliploos, complotely terelfed, fett
Benguot vi Docember 7. Tuey hurrled the
prisonars from town 0 town, often retrao-
lng tho trall, not knowing whers the Awmer.

Tor several duys, 1 dld not have a full mesal
from Dotembor 7 untll I resched Vigus,
Ludeod, the resoulog party lved largely
upon rlee, without salt. ‘Lbors was one day
when I was reduced to chowlog geass and

A FIRE INJOSEPM PULITZER'S HOUKE
IN NEW YORK,

TWO WOMEN ARE DEAD.

The dwelling waa n lourstory bullding, of
stone and brick, with earved entrance, The
dining-rocm was famous for s handsome
Mtings, Therw wan n consarvatory adjoln.
Ingr, and hers the Neo orlginatsd, 1'he origio
of the flre In variously sscrlbied to slectrle
wires, the steam heater and nn open fire, It
stnrted about 7.0 A, M., while Mes. Pulitzer,
her daughtors Constanes aad Edith, twalve
and fourtesn years of nge, mpapoctively, and
Herbort, s boy of thrés yoars, nod tho house.
keapor aud govarness wero niloop,  Mr. Fal
Itwor nud bis son, Joseph, Je,, wero at Lake.
wood, Thore wore alxteen servants In the
litsuse,

The servants In the houso and passers.by
tlistoyerad the fire about the same time.
There was not mueh smoke, but the Names
aprond rapidly and ware soon boyond eons
trol, Mres. Paliteer got her ohildren togethor,
and with the ald of thelr numes got thom
snfuly to the stroot nud then to an adjolning
Uwelling, Several of the servants had nar-
row escupes, ono of them making his wny
out of the buliding by way of the roof,

Hosald that he saw Mrs, Jellett on the
roof, and that sha went baek to gt n bag
vontalning Christmas prosonts, Whon the
fromon found the body of the housekeapor
on the top floor the bng was in her band. 1t
contained a number of silver trinkets and
fancy orticles, The womnn's Body was part
ly burned.

Tha body of the governsas, Ml Montgom-
fry, was disaoversd aftor several hours, [t
wak found 1n the rulos on the third Roor.
The woman hnd only had time to put on &
shirt and bath robe, with n pale of slippers,
before she was overcome. Her body waa
not badly burned, showing that she hsd
probably beeh suffocated,

Wiille the Aremen of ongline 40, lo chargn
of Lleutenant Harry Hauck, wers at work
on the third floor after the fire was out at
quarter after tan, the fooring gave way and
lot them all—about n dozen men-—Isll to the
second foor. All but Hanek escnped [n-
jury, and he sustnined w lnceration of one
leg.

The fire spread rapidly after Ita start, Tho
fireman sent (o n second and then n third
nlarm, bringlog o groat number of engloea
and othor apparatus to the soeus, Iesorves
of polles wore called out to kesp In order tho
blg arowd which hnd come to see the flames,
which were speotacular, beoause of the wind
fanning them Nercaly,

Mra, Pulltzor, who Is a niece of Jeffaraon
Davis, ind a number of jewels o s sate in
the house, which was burisd In the ruins,
She aald that everybody hod time to get out
of the houss alter the fee started, s thare
wis smoke only for some minutes before the
Names, .

The bullding was completely gutted by
fire, none of the stalrway belng left and the
rooms belng burned out, The contents were
un ontire loss, sod those alone, It was eatl-
mated, were worth #1511 00,
